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Fruit Near*Line Fences. 
Farmera and landowners will be interested 
in a late decision of the New York Court of 
Appeals in reference to the «ownership of the 
fruit of trees which grow near the line between 
owners of adjoining land. 
The case was as 
follows: Dr. Hoflman owned laud adjoinin 
that of Mr. Armstrong. 
A valuable cherry 
tree stood on Dr. Iloflman’s land, about two 
feet from the line. 
The Doctor’s sister, who 
was a member of ids family, one day went out 
to pick the cherries, and while standing on 
Ihe line feuce picking them from the branches 
which overhung Mr. Armstrong’s land, was 
ordered by the latter to stop. 
He claimed 
that those cherries belonged to him. 
She con­ 
tinued picking, however, whereupon he as­ 
saulted and injured her. 
She sued him for as­ 
sault and battery, and at the trial the jury 
gave her a verdict for$2,000. 
Mr. Armstrong 
appealed to the General Term, which affirmed 
the judgment against him, whereupon he ap­ 
pealed to the Court of Appeals, which also af­ 
firmed the judgment. 
The ground upon which 
the defendant based his c-aim to the c.tcrrie3 
was the maxim that lie who owns land owns 
ali above it, ad ccelum, 
The court held that 
the rule that land has an indefinite extent up­ 
ward, had no application in Mr. Armstrong's 
c ise, and referred to the case of Aiken agst. 
Benedict, reported in 30 Barbour. 
It was de­ 
cided in this latter case that a landowner has 
title to all the open space above his land, and 
if another’s house overhangs his land, he cau 
bring an action for nuisance, in which he can 
recover damages and have the nuisance aba­ 
ted. 
But this is bis only remedy; he cannot 
claim title iu that which projects over bis 
land. 
In a case decided by the Court of Appeals 
prior to Hoffman agst. Armstrong, It was held 
that a tree standing near a line between two 
estates was wholly the property of him on 
whoso land the trunk stood, although its 
branches projected over and its roots drew 
nourishment from the adjoining estate; and if 
the tree stood on the line, it was the property 
of botii owners, who held it as tenants in coei- 
mon. In such a case, if one of the owners 
should cut and carry away the tree without 
the consent of the other, the latter could sue 
him for trespass. 
He could recover damages, 
though, as was once decided in England, lie 
could not recover the tree. 
Another ground on which land owners have 
sometimes claimed title to part of a tree stand­ 
ing near their lines is that the rootsof the tree 
run into and draw nourishment from their 
land. 
A case in which this reasoniug was ad­ 
vanced, arose not many years ago in Connec­ 
ticut, and was very satisfactorily disposed of 
by tho highest court of that State. 
The tree 
in this instance was a valuable pear tree, and 
stood within a few feet of the defendant’s land, 
some of the limbs of the tree projected over 
the line, and the roots extended into the adja­ 
cent land. 
The court decided that although 
the roots did so extend into defendant’s land, 
that fact did not make him a tenant iu com­ 
mon in respect to the tree, because of the dif­ 
ficulty of reducing such a principle to prac­ 
tice. 
How can such a principle be applied ? 
It would be difficult to ascertain what part of 
its nourishment the '.rce derived from the ad­ 
joining owner's land, and consequently what 
part of its fruit each owner was entitled to.— 
If one should appropriate all the trait, it would 
be hard to tell on what principle the account 
should be settled between the parties. 
If the 
line should run through a forest, neither of 
the adjoining owners could tell whether he 
was the exclusive 
owner of 
the trees 
near the line or 
not ; 
if 
one 
should 
cut a t r e standing wholly on his land but 
near his neighbor’s laud, he would be in dan­ 
ger of subjecting himself to an action, if it 
should be found that the roots extended be­ 
yond the liue. 
On this principle, too, a man 
might be the exclusive owner of a tree one 
year aud a tenaut in common with his neigh­ 
bor the next year. 
The reasoniug in this 
ca3c has been very highly regarded in the 
courts of many of the States, and the docti ine 
set forth iu it, it is believed, has been quite 
generally adopted. 
If then, a tree projects 
over adjoining land, the adjacent owner can­ 
not claim any property in the fruit or the tree; 
but the law regards the projecting portion of 
the tree as a uuisanco, auu it can be removed 
as such, or the owner can himself remove the 
overhanging limbs if he is careful not to com­ 
mit any wanton or unnecessary destruction in 
so doing.

the Secretary of State, and will be distributed 
to the claim ants in such small sum s that 
their mouey afluirs will suffer as little derange- 
im en l as have those of the two governm ents. 
The inauguration of this sysiem of settling 
grave 
international differences 
and 
even 
heated disputes will be productive of infinitely 
more good than the m oney can possibly pro­ 
cure.

In that high

for the Constitution. 
Not often does a widow­ 
er, in love for the second time, tumble more

lie carried it with him, like a talis­

SHREVEPORT AND ITS TL AGUE. 


S h r e v e p o r t , L a., Sept. 10.—Yellow fever 
prevails here as au epidemic and business of 
all kinds is prostrated. 
Much suflering exists 
from want of attention, nurses aud doctors. 
•Yesterday ten deaths took place from yellow 
fever and twelve to-day. 
There are a t least 
100 sick, tbougli not all with yellow fever. 
St. I a) n s , Sept. 10.—A dispatch from R. 
A. Phelps, chairm an of the Finance Commit­ 
tee of the Howard Association at Shreveport, 
say s: 
“ Yellow fever of the most virulent and m a­ 
lignant type is rasin g fearfully. 
Business is 
completely prostrated and a large num ber of 
citizens have left the city. 
The percentage of 
m ortality am ong tho rem aining population is 
very great and tbe eud is not yet. 
There are 
hardlyjenough well to take care of tbe sick. 
New Orleans has responded nobly to our ap- 
pcaljfor aid and nurses and physicians are en- 
route to our assistance, but we shall need 
money to pay for nurses for the sick and pur­ 
chase supplies for the destitute." 
A meeting of m erchants and citizens g e n ­ 
erally will be held here to-morrow to provide 
assistance.

T iie Polar!** S u n k aud. H e r C rew 's 
W h e r e a b o u t a U n k n o w n . 
Wasuinqton, Sept. 10.—The Secretary of 
the Navy received the following dispatch to­ 
day : 
U nited S ta te s S team er J u n ia ta ,

S t. Johns, N. F., Sept. 10th, 1873. J 
Hon. George M. Robeson:— The Ju n iata, 
arrived to-day, m et the Tigress a t U pernavik 
and coaled her. 
She sailed A ugust lltli for 
Littleton Island. The Tigress met tbe Ju n iata's 
steam laünch off Tessuisok. 
Lieut. DeLong 
bad been to Cape York in the launch and re­ 
turned. 
A t Disco he m et the Tigress again 
and coaled h er A ugust 25th. 
Com m ander 
Greer reports th at tne cam p of the Polari3 
was found A ugust 14th ofl Littleton Island, 
lat. 78 degrees 23 m inntes N., long. 73 de­ 
grees 46 m inutes \V. 
The crew of 
tlio 
Polaris were all well; had gone south two 
m onths 
before In two boats 
m ade from 
the ship. 
The Polaris sank one m outh after. 
Kept a careful look-out going north and com ­ 
ing south. 
There were no signs. 
Stopped at 
all settlem ents for news. 
Tho crew of the Po­ 
laris are probably on board of a w haler from 
Cape York. 
The Tigress left Disco A ugust 
25th for the L abrador coast to continue the 
search so long as tiie coal aud Nwason per­ 
mits. 
I). L. B r a in e , 
Commander U. S. N. 
Littleton Island, referred to in the above 
dispatch, is about sixty miles north of N orth­ 
um berland Island, where the party rescued 
from the Polaris supposed they had left her. 
It is a little south of the life boat depot of Dr. 
Kane iu 1853. 
The probality is th at the Ty­ 
son party were m istaken as to the locality of 
their separation from the Polaris and th at it 
was really L ittleton Island instead of N orth­ 
um berland Island. 
It is hardly possible th at 
after the separation tho Polaris, in her dis­ 
abled condition, succeeded in any way in 
reaching a point sixty miles further north.

N ew Y o r k. Sept. 10. — A correspondent of 
the Tribune writes from the United States 
steam er Tigress, Disco, Aug. 25th, via St. 
Johns, N. F., Sept. 10th: We have at last 
positive and very late news of the m issing 
Arctic voyage.s. 
The Tigress sailed from 
Uperuavik on the lltli of A ugust and exam ­ 
ined the shores of Northum berland Island, 
where Tyson and his party reported they left 
the Polaris. 
No trace of the vessel was found 
here and no sign of life, and it is supposed 
that the rescued men were m istaken iu the lo­ 
cality of their separation from the vessel.— 
Near Littleton Island, however, in lat. 7S dog. 
23m in. N., long. 73 dog. 46 min. W., we dis­ 
covered the cam p in which the Buddington 
party had wintered. 
Six Esquim aux were liv­ 
ing in it and from them and m anuscript records 
left behind byC apt. Buddington we ascertained 
the history of the expedition up to a' period 
only six m onths previous. 
After the separation from Tyson tlic Polaris 
party constructed a house of ship tim ber and 
canvas, on which they spent the w inter, the 
ship being too badly dam aged to risk a voy­ 
age home, though she still floated. 
They used 
somo of tbe m aterial in her for the construc­ 
tion of two whale boats, with which they pur­ 
posed going south as soon as the first open 
water. On July 1st they were enabled to carry 
out their intention and put to sea, probably 
m aking for Capo York, ou the coast of G reen­ 
land, about 250 miles southeast, 
where they 
could hope to catch a whaler bound for Labra­ 
dor. 
We kept a sharp lookout all along the 
coast, both going ami returning, but saw no 
signals and no hum an being. 
We obtained from the cam p a 1 tiie m anu­ 
scripts of the expedition and all the journals. 
These records are very long and contain a 
great deal of valuable information. 
The Bml- 
dington party were ail well when they took 
to their boats ou the 1st of July. 
The l ’olari,- 
remained afloat till three weeks ago, when 
she parted her moorings in a gale, drifted two 
miles southw est and sank in the ice. 
Two 
icebergs now cover the wreck. 


We sail to-day for Labrador iu search of 
whalers, which may have picked up the miss­ 
ing men. 
Nine steam whalers have gone 
north and are now on the west side. 
'* lie J u ­ 
niata ’eaves a t once for St. Johns and we shall 
follow her im m ediately if we accomplish the 
object of our voyage. 
All on board the T i­ 
gress are well and full of confidence.

was shot in five places in

assassins, 
as 
hi3 head was badly bruised and mangled. 
Mr. 
H arris was shot in the back of the head and in 
the thigh and his horse was shot under him. 
The bodies were discovered on Monday even­ 
ing by Thom as J. Hough, who was on Ins way 
to Winnesboro to attend to court. 
It is thought the m urders were com m itted 
by a party oí desperadoes known as Tom 
Waine’s gang. 
The leader of the gang was 
tried a t the last term of court before Judge 
Crawford, a t Columbia, lor m urder and was 
convicted, being prosecuted by D istrict At­ 
torney Harris.

I,. NI. Davis in Fiatbush, on the west side of 
the public highway, just beyond the bottom of 
Fiatbush hill. 
Th# quarries are the same 
worked in former times by Shufeldt Bros, and 
E. W. Budingtou. 
From the quarries to the river front, which 
is about a quarter of a mile north of East 
Kingston, a railroad is in course of construe. 
Hon which is 4,320 feet, or nearly a mile in 
leugth. 
On this railway there is a trestle 
work of twenty-two spans, cadi span sixteen 
feet in length, and two inclines; one 1,000 feet 
from the quarry and the other 1,000 feet from 
the river. 
Tho railroad will lie completed in 
about ten days by the contractors, Messrs 
Weir A Gill of New York. 
The right of way 
across the farming land of Mr. Davis includes 
a strip thirty feet in width from the quarries 
to the river. 
There are about twenty acres of 
the purchase on which a superior quantity of 
lime stone is found, and the remaining twelve 
acres includes Hie cement land, or inoro prop­ 
erly, rock.

T h e C ilyr A lu i* - lI o u s e . 
A visit to the new Alms-Home causes a 
genuine surprise. 
The new building seems to 
ti ave fairly jumjied upward, such has been the 
rapidity with which Mr. Olis’s forty bricklay­ 
ers have performed their work. Already the 
bricks havo toeu laid to Hie top of the second 
story, und all the walls will be finished in a 
couple of weeks. 
The contract called for its 
completion in Juue, but it is expected it will 
be doue in February. 
As there are 400,- 
OOO brick 
in the building and in some 
parts pretty deep foundation, this is pretty 
rapid work. 
The edifice ;ts very 
finely 
location, Hie situation commanding a lovely 
view, so fine iudeed that a ride of hundreds 
of miles could be taken without findingiu supe­ 
rior. 
The Commissioners have been exceed­ 
ingly fortunate in securing so good a site. 
The architect is Mr. J. A. Wood, of New 
York city, ami wo consider Hie plan an ad­ 
mirable one. 
The leugth is 178.fect, and the 
building will accommodate probably 150 pau­ 
pers. 
It bas a high basement aud two stories 
for the wings, with three stories for the center 
building. 
The wings incline inward from the 
main edifice, and one of them, the southeast, 
will be used by the Superintendent, whose 
ana ii m enu are completely separated from the 
maiu building, with the exception of two 
doors, one in the bushment, and the other 
communicating with the office. 
The building 
is of brick, with North River blue-stone dres­ 
sing, the door and window caps of Croton 
brick in black mortar. 
The basement is IO 
feet, Hie first story ll feet 6 inches each. The 
two wings are 37 x 45 each, one containing 
the Superintendent's apartments, the other 
the female paupers, the latter being kept en­ 
tirely distinct from the males, only meeting!n 
the cbupel and at meal*. 
The dining room is 
capable of scaling at least 250 paupers. 
The 
kitchen is roomy, aud is laced with Croton 
front brick in white mortar. 
The basement 
also contains store, drug, bath, toiler aud 
coal rooms and a work shop. 
The principal floor contains the Superin­ 
tendent's and Physician's offices, hospitals for 
mates and females, Overseer’s rooms, parlor 
rooms for infirm women, and lying-in hospital. 
The third story is devoted to sleeping apart­ 
ments and men's smoking-room. 
The fourth 
story contains the chapel, a handsome room 
with high celling, approached on the one 
side by tho males and on the other by the fe­ 
males. 
Two flights of spacious stairs lead 
from the bottom to the top, terminating under 
a dome skylight. 
Tile floors, stairs, Ac., nill 
be of Georgia pine. 
Water will to introduced 
upon every floor, there being a large tank 
under the roof of each wing, with pipes con­ 
ducting the overplus of water to the great cis­ 
terns,and also providing means for water to be 
pumped from the latter to the tanks. 
The 
building will be beuted throughout with steam, 
but there are also flues on each floor for 
stoves, providing 
the 
heating 
apparatus 
at any time proves defective. 
This building w ill to a substantial ornament 
to tho city, and a real borne for paupers, the 
facilities for making them comfortable and at 
the same time keeping them cheaply, being 
very ample. 
The entire cost of tho building, 
including heating apparatus, painting, Ac., 
will be under $29,000.

Tne concert given by these gentlemen at 
Music Hall on Tuesday evening was in most 
respects unsatisfactory. 
The audience was 
small and not enthusiastic. 
It is difficult to

to seem biased against the performers, but we 
wish to disavow such feeling altogether.— 
While there was nothing exceptionable in the 
concert from a moral point of view, there was 
very much from an artistic and cominon-sensc 
point of view. 
For instance, the troupe 
thought proper to inflict upon us two or three 
worn-out songs, the production of which car­ 
ries with it an assumption of the child-like sim­ 
plicity of the audience. 
“ Twenty A'cars Ago" 
and “ Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep” be* 
'ong to this class, unless sung under strong 
provocation. 
The troupe enunciate badly. 
It 
was hardly possible to tell what they were 
singing about. 
Now, this demand that a vo­ 
cal solo or chorus shall lie distinctly rendered 
is not a whim of uncultivated couutry bump­ 
kins, but rests on the highest musical authority 
as well as on the logic of good taste. 
We 
think, with exceptions, the Tremaine troupe 
conspicuously lack this desideratum. 
Mr. 
Stanleys imitation of a woman’s airs aud 
voice is just successful enough to be grotesque 
and tiresome. 
Pierson is funny, though his 
fault is a tendency to overdo bis part. 
As 
there is hut a step between the sublime and 
ridiculous so there is but a step between the 
serio-comic and the silly. 
Mr. Pierson took 
that step several times on Tuesday night. 
The operetta, which was nameless, was brought 
to a sudden and very inconsequent end by a 
tableau of Washington anil Columbia, lighted 
by colored fire and bolstered up, a la Gilmore, 
with the explosion of cannon. 
We think, not­ 
withstanding their lingering excellencies, that 
the Tremaine Brothers have, at least in this 
section of country, exhausted the vein of mu­ 
sical advertising ot the Burdett organ. 


N ew Fiuic an d C em ent C om pany. 
Jame3 R. Sayers, Jr. & Co. of Newark, N. J. 
have organized a company for the manufac­ 
ture of lime and cement, and have purchased 
about thirty-two acres of quarry-land of Mr. 
L. M. Davis in Flatbasb, on tho west side of 
the public highway, just beyond the bottom of 
Flalbush hill. 
The quarries are the same 
worked in former times by Sbufeldt Bros, and 
E. W. Budington. 
From the quarries to the river front, which 
is about a quarter of a mile north of East 
Kingston, a railroad is in course of construc­ 
tion which is 4,320 feet, or nearly a mile in 
length. 
On this railway Hiero is a trestle 
work of twenty-two spans, each span sixteen 
feet in length, and two inclines; one 1,090 feel 
from the quarry and the other 1,000 feet from 
die river. 
Tho railroad will be completed in 
about ten days by the contractors, Messrs. 
Weir <fc Gill of New York. 
The right of way 
across the farming land of Mr. Davis includes 
a strip thirty feet In width from the quarries 
to the river. 
There are about twenty acres of 
the purchase on which a superior quautity of 
lime stone is found, and the remaluitig twelve 
acres includes the cement land, or more prop­ 
erly, rock. 
The company have quarried some 
of both kinds of the stone and manufactured 
it as a test, and when their railroad is com­ 
pleted active quarrying operations will be 
commenced. 
The stone Tor tho present will 
be shipped to Newark for manufacture, but in 
the course of a year or two a steam mill will 
bo erected on tho river bank with all the nec­ 
essary adjuncts of kilns, cooper works, Ac.— 
The river front of the new company is a fine 
one, consisting of room enough for the erec­ 
tion of most extensivo works, with a depth of 
water at the docks for vessels of the largest 
tonnage.

County Court an d Court of Sessions. 
On Wednesday morning the case of Pitta rs. 
Crosby was continued. 
In the case of The People rs. Burke the jury 
fouud the prisoner guilty. 
In the Pills vs. Crosby case the plaintiff pro­ 
duced Mary E. Slote, Charlotte Pitts, Sarali 
Pardee and Mary West, who saw Hie fracas, 
and corroborated the testimony of the plaintiff. 
Henry Pitts, the brother of plaintiff, testified 
in regard to the bruises on the face of the 
plaintiff, also that lie was not really able to 
work on his boat. 
Mr. Crosby was then sworn for defence and 
testified he leased the extra rooms to Mr. 
Abraham Bernstein for a work shop. 
Mr. B. 
put in Morris liare, tailor, Miss Mary Haley 
and another lady, by name Eliza, as tailor- 
esics. Mr. Bernstein took possession, but one 
day found the door locked and wanted Mr. 
Crosby to open it. 
Mr. C. took advice of his 
attorney and went up stairs and kicked in the 
door. 
At this stage of the case the question 
was brought up by counsel. F. L. Westbrook, 
for plaiutifl, that Crosby had no right what­ 
ever to go on the premises, because he had 
leased thorn to Bernstein and Pitts. 
That if a 
trespass 
had been committed by Pitts in 
closing the door, it was a trespass against 
Ber stein and not against Crosby. 
That the 
only question was one of law, not of fact; 
there was no dispute so far In regard to the 
facts of the case, but that Mr. Crosby received 
advice iu regard to the law of landlord and 
tenants and acted under such advice. 
Couu- 
sel claimed this advice was not good law; that 
Mr. Crosby had no right whatever to go on 
the premises. 
The decision was reserved until 
futher evidence had been given. 
Mr. Crosby 
testified how he kicked a hole through the 
door so he could crawl through it. 
He did 
crawl through, and Mr. Pitts took him by the 
shoulder. 
Crosby then struck him; did not 
tell Pitts his counsel said he must knock him 
down. 
Pitts braced himself in the ball, and 
witness didn't know but he pushed him.— 
Pushed him once or twice; lamps were burn­ 
ing in the rooms. 
After several other witnesses bad been 
sworn the case was summed up. 
The summing up of the case occupied nearly 
three hours. 
Plaintiff’s attorney, F. L. West­ 
brook, made a very severe and cutting speech 
that erected an immense sensation in the court 
room, especially when lie commented upon 
the remarks of defendant’s counsel in regard 
to the respectability of Mr. Crosby. 
The judge charged Hie landlord had the 
right to open the obstruction iu the hall, but 
had no right to commit the assault and bat­ 
tery except in removing such obstruction. 
After this case had gone to the jury the 
question in regard to the legality of the in­ 
dictments found at the June term was again 
brought before the court. 
The District At­ 
torney said lie had no intention of calling up 
any of these cases, whereat there was much 
argument by counsel, 
but it was thought 
best no doubt to liol I the prisoners until oth­ 
er indictments could bo found, 
when they 
should be brought up on habeas corpus, for it 
was admitted the indictments were void. 
Of 
coarse 110 one is to blame in this matter ex­ 
cept the legislature, for the law wa3 passed 
the latter part of May and the indictments 
found in June, quito likely before the law had 
been published. 
It was therefore impossible 
for court or district attorney to know anything 
about it. 
The case of The People vs. Dean Purdy, 
Sarah E. Peters and Marcus D. Mac key 
was then called. 
The prisoners arc indicted 
for having broken in to the store of Alfred Lane 
in Lloyd on the 15th of December, 1872, and 
taking therefrom some forty dollars’ worth of 
goods. 
In the same indictment is another 
charge that the prisoners were receivers of 
stolen property. 
F. L. Westbrook appeared 
for prisoners and claimed the two counts 
could not be joined in the same indictment, 
and asked to have the District Attorney elect 
on which count they intended to try them. 
Tho court overruled the motion, and coun­ 
sel demanded a separate trial for each of the 
prisoners, and it was decided to try Miss Sa­ 
rah E. Peters first. 
James Burke was then brought into court 
for Eentence. 
The judge fined him thirty dol­ 
lars. 
Court then adjourned uulil 
Thursday, 9 
A. M.

T h e C it y A lm s -IIo use. 
A visit to the new Alms-House causes a 
geuuine surprise. 
The new building seems to 
have fairly jumped upward, such has been the 
rapidity with which Mr. Otis’s forty bricklay­ 
ers have performed their work. Already the 
bricks have bfceu laid to the top of the second 
story, and all the walls will be finished in a 
couple of weeks. 
The contract called for its 
completion in June, but it is expected it will 
be done in February. 
As there are 400,- 
000 brick 
in the building and in some 
parts pretty deep foundation, this is pretty 
rapid work. 
The edifice ;is very finely 
location, the situation commanding a lovely 
view, so fine iudced that a ride of hundreds 
of miles could be taken without findingits supe­ 
rior. 
The Commissioners have been exceed­ 
ingly fortunate in securing so good a site. 
The architect is Mr. J. A. W ood, of New 
Y'ork city, and wo consider the plan an ad­ 
mirable one. 
The leugth is ITS.feet, and the 
building will accommodate probably 150 pau­ 
pers. 
It has a high basement and two stories 
for the wings, with three stories for the center 
building. 
The wings incline inward from the 
main edifice, and one of them, the southeast, 
will be U3ed by the Superintendent, whose 
anartmcuts are completely separated from the 
main building, wilh the exception of two 
doors, one in the basement, and the other 
communicating with the office. 
The building 
is of brick, with North River blue-stone dres­ 
sing, the door and window caps of croton 
brick in black mortar. 
The basement is 10 
feet, the first story 11 feet 6 inches each. The 
two wings are 37 x 45 each, one containing 
the Superintendent’s apartments, the other 
the female paupers, the latter being kept en­ 
tirely distinct from the males, only meetingfn 
the chapel and at meals. 
The dining-room is 
capable of seating at least 250 paupers. 
The 
kitshen is roomy, and is laced with croton 
front brick in white mortar. 
The basement 
also contains store, drug, hath, boiler and 
coal rooms and a work shop. 
The principal floor contains the Superin­ 
tendent’s and rhysician’s offices, hospitals for 
males and females, Overseer’s room3, parlor 
rooms for infirm women, and lying-in hospital. 
The third story is devoted to sleeping apart­ 
ments and men’s smoking-room. 
The fourlb 
story contains the chapel, a handsome room 
with high ceiling, approached on the one 
side by tho males and on the other by tho fe­ 
males. 
Two flights of spacious stairs lead 
from the bottom to the top, terminating under 
a dome skylight. 
The floors, stairs, See., will 
be of Georgia pine. 
Water will be introduced 
upon every floor, there being a large tank 
under the roof of each wing, with pipes con­ 
ducting the overplus of water to the great cis­ 
terns,and also providing means for water to be 
pumped from the latter to the tanks. 
The 
building will be heated throughout with steam, 
but there are also flues ou each floor for 
stoves, providing 
the 
heating 
apparatus 
at any time provea defective. 
This building will be a substantial ornament 
to the city, and a real home for paupers, tho 
facilities lor making them comfortable and at 
the same time keeping them cheaply, being 
very ample. The entire cost of tho building, 
including beating apparatus, painting, Sec., 
will be under $29,000. 


—The country neighborhoods throughout 
Greene county never looked more picturesque­ 
ly beautiful than now. The pasture lands are 
covered with a growth of grass of unsurpassed 
luxuriance, while the cattle that feed upon it 
have slick coats and are plethoric with flesh. 
There is *. fine prospect ahead for making 
beef and butter; but a poor look for apple­ 
sauce. Corn and backwheat are growing so 
rapidly that in some neighborhoods the rooster 
chickens crow all night long.

T he persons holding 
th e offices at th e tim e w hen th is section shall take 
effect shall co n tin u e to hold th e sam e u n til th e first 
day of Ja n u a ry n e x t succeeding th e first electio n 
ef co m p tro ller and secretary of state, p u rsu a n t to 
tho provisions hereof, and shall each receive a sala­ 
ry to be fixed by law for such tim e as th ey m ay 
hold such offices beyond th e term for w hich they 
shall have been elected 


9 2. T he atto rn ey -g en eral and state en g in eer and 
su rv ey o r shall be appointed by th e governor, w ith 
th e co n sen t of th e sen ate, and hold th eir offices u n ­ 
til th e end of th e term of th e g overnor by w bont 
they shall be no m in ated , and u n til th e ir successors 
are appointed.

It th e leg islatu re be lu session, he shall 
tra n sm it to th e house in w hich th e Dill o rig in ated a 
copy of such s ta te m e n t, and th e item s ob jected to 
shall be sep arately reco n sid ered .
